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Tasty Ways 
7 With Apples 


PPLES and. custards are time- 
honoured “good — companions,” 
But combined in the following way 
they seem different:—Put the stewed 
apples into a fireproof dish, pour over 
some rather thick custard, sprinkle 
with desiccated coconut and brown 
under the grill. { 
Another way is to make the cus- 
tard with egg yolks (iwo to half a 
Pint of milk), whip the whites stiffly, 
and pile them on top. Brown in the 
even and serve hot or cold. 

If you want to take only white of 
egg, sieve the apples after: cooking 
and fold them into several stiffly 
whisked egg whites. Put the mix- 
ture Into'a moderate oven ‘until a 
slightly browned meringue is formed, 
or cat atonce with the cag whites 
raw. 

Stewed apples. are geod mixed 
with other fruits, raw or cooked: 

. with figs, dates or raisins, for exam-|° 
ple, or with plums or prunes.

* For breakfast, apple porridge Is 
ideal, particularly for children who 
yefuse ordinary porridge or stewed 
fruit. Stew the apples slowly with- 
out sugar, sieve them and add sulfl- 
cient brown sugar to sweeten. Blend 
arrowroot, cornflour .or ricc-flour, 

. With a Uttle cold water (allowing a 
toblespoonful to a pint ‘of apple 
pulp),,stir into the pulp and boil up.

LTHOUGH beetroot is | very 

plentiful, we really do not make 

half the use of it we could do to give 
variety to our menus, 

Beetroot can make attractive and 
inexpensive dishes for the luncheon 
and supper table. 

Stuffed beetroot ‘is dellclous, and it 
makes an unusual dish to serve on 2 
summer's day, For . four., people, 
allow four small cooked beetroots 
(round ones preferably), one hard- 
boiled -egg,- about half n dozen sar- 
dines, a teaspoonful of chopped: pars- 
ley, a little vinegar, salt, and pepper. 

Skin the beetroots, and cut a thin 
slice off the top, then carefully scoop 
out the middle unt just a hollow 
case fs left, mo toe 

Steep these cases In vinegar for a 
short time. Chop the _hard-bolled 
egg and mash the sardines, and mix 
them with the fiiely chopped 
“scooped out" beetroot, Add the 
chopped = pursiey, = vinegar, = and 
seasoning to taste, 

Drain the bectroot cases, fll them 
with the mixture, ond serve on ao bed 
of crisp Icttuce. . 

This dish can be varied by sub- 
stituting minced meat, moistened 
with mushroom or tomato ketchup, 
for the egg and sardine mixture. 
Other piquant fillings are:—Cooked 
fish molstened with mayonnalse or 
salad eream: cooked peas sensoned 
with salt, pepper, and o Ittle melted 
butter; tomato puree cheese (mixed.) 


Tasty Fritters 


Beetroot fritters are very tasty, and 
ure sure to please the menfolk. Slice 
some cooked beetroot thickly, and 
sonk it for a short time in sensoned 
vinegar. Meanwhile “make a thick 
batter with four ounces of flour, a 
pinch of salt, and enough tepid water 
to make a couting consistency (about 
a quarter of a pint.) 

Druin the beetroot thoroughly, 
coat with batter, and fry In deep fat 
until crisp- and brown. Serve very 
hot. . ~ 

Creamed bectreot Is one of the 
easiest and simplest ways of serving 
beetroot us‘a hot vegetable. 

Allow two medium-sized — coolsed 
beetroots, one ounce of butter, one 
ounce of flour, half a pint of milk, 
seasonng, and a little Anely chopped 
onion (optional.)‘ : 

Peel the beetroots, and cither cut 
them into slices about a quarter of 
an Inch thick or into dice; place them 
in a buttercd freproof dish. 

Melt the butter, add the flour, and 
mix to a smooth paste, then stir in 
the milk gradually. Season to taste, 
and add the chopped onion. — Stir 
until boiling and’ simmer for a 
minute or two. 

Pour the sauce over the prepared 
beetroot, sprinkle with brown bread- 
crumbs, dot with butter,.and bake in 
na moderate oven until thoroughly 
hot and brown (about half an hour.) 

As an. alternative flavouring, 2 
chopped hard-boiled egg, or a little 
xrated cheese, can be added to the 
sauce, . 

If the Jatter is used, add half the 
cheese to the sauce, and sprinkle the 
other half on top, in’ place of 
breadcrumbs.

Vapour 


The Department of Sclentifie and | 


Industrial Research Issues the second 
of a series of  Icaficts describing 
standard methods for the detectlon 
of toxic gases in industry. The 
present Icuflet (Stationery Oflice, 5s. 
Gd, net) deals with hydrogen cyanide 
(prussi¢ acid), Leafict No. 1 publish- 
ed a short time ago was concerned 
with hydrogen sulphide (sulphurett- 
ed hydrogen). 

Hydroxen cyanide Is manufactured 
muinly for use in the fumigation of 
ships and buildings. It is also used 
to a small extent Industrially as a 
reagent. Further, it is encountered 
jn concentrations which may be dan- 
gerous in certain industrial processes 
—In blast furnace plants, dyestuffs 
works, gas 4vorks and coke ovens, 
and in the industries of gold mining 
and gilding. 

The leaflet points out that slight 


symptoms of poisoning will be notic- | 


ed after several hours .with .a. con- 
centration of one part by volume in 
50,000 und a concentration of onc 
part in 500 will be fatal. It states: 
“In addition to the danger of tho 
inhalation of ‘hydrogen 
vapour there is a further danger 
even to a man cqulpped with an 
efficient resplrator or other form of 
breathing apparatus, This danger is 
the absorption of hydrogen cyanide 
through the skin, which Js still 
Breater if the skin is wet with sweat, 
owlng to the ready solubility of 
hydrogen cyanide in water. The 
fuint ulmond-like smell is easily 
missed and unsuitable os a method 
of detection.” 
METHOD OF TEST 

The method of test udopted con- 
sists of drawing o sample of tha sus- 
pected atmosphere by means..of a 
hand exhausting pump through a 
piece of — specially-prepared test 
paper, Instructlons for preparing 
the test paper and for carrying .out 
the test are given in the leafiet. The 
various reagents which will react to 
hydrogen cyanide’ are reviewed, und 
those recommended are Congo-Red- 
silver nitrate and benzidine-copper- 
acctate, which are capable of deteci- 
ing concentrations down to one part 
in 100,000,. Test papers treated with 
these reagents will show characteris- 
tic stains, specimens of which are in- 
cluded with the lenfiet, Both  re- 
actions have beer: made quantitative 
and have been dé&veloped as standard 
tests for hydrogen cyanide In In- 
dustry, . : 

While the information is addressed 
primarily to respansible works offl- 
clals, medical officers, chemists and 
other persons ‘In charge of chemical 
plant, the tests themselves have been 
made as simple’ ns possible In order 
that they can be -operated ky. com- 
paratively unskilled personnel. The 


maln. object of the test should not. 


be to-obtaln an extreme degree of 
accuracy, byt to give a rapid Indica- 
tlon of the relative safety of tho 
atmosphere. ° ae 

The leaflet explains thot a para- 
graph of the Chemical Works Re- 
Kulations, 1922 (made under. Sectlon 
79 of the Factory and Workshop Act, 
1901), prohibits entry ‘Into any place 
which might contain dangerous gas 
by any person not properly protected 
until the alr has been tested and 
found safe to breathe.

Government's ~vigorous~ ~at- 
tempt to correct the anomalies 
of the Colony's water supply 
and charges is certain to mect 
with a mixed reception, though 
an ayalysis of the comparative 
advantages and disadvantages 
suggest that the reform will, in 
the long run, prove beneficial to 
those sections of the com- 
munity which have hitherto 
suffered hardships under the 
so-called free allowance system. 
There is, of course, a principle 
involved, and it is-in- its inter- 
pretation of this principle that 
Government is certain to re- 
ceive chief criticism. For at 
least five years Government has 
been warning the community of 
its intention to make the water 
service — self-supporting. Sir 
William Peel, in a public speech 
four years ago, said that he had 
promised the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies to bring about 
thig position in Hongkong. He 
made the same point clear in 
his reply to the 1934 Budget 
speech, when he said: “I am 
still of the opinion that the 
principle .of a free allowance 
of water is unsound . . . on the 
whole a metered supply would 
be more cquitable.” 


This hag been the Govern- 
ment’s- water service theme 
ever since, culminating in April 
last with the Hon. Mr. S. 
Caine’s proposals for the aboli- 
tion of a free allowance, the 
adoption of stand charges for 
water, and the use of meters 
in all tenement floors.

So This Was Old Hongkong! 


Attempt To Poison TI 
- Foreign Community 


THOSE residents of our modern 

Colony who perhaps may be 
of the impression that life in 
Hongkong some seventy or 
eighty years ago was idyllic’in 
péacefulness need to be remind- 
ed that history proves otherwise. 
Robberics, piracies, and mur- 
ders were frequent; for Hong- 
kong wag then the happy hunt- 
ing ground of all the disreputable 
criminal elements from the 
hinterland. The outrages com- 
mitted by some of these old-time 


gangsters were truly shocking, sy 


and if they took place nowadays, 
would be given banner head- 
Hnes in the press the world over. 
One of these happenings which 
would have delighted the thrill- 
satiated newspaper reader of the 
present day occurred on January 
16, 1857: But let contemporary 
accounts tell-the gtory: 

“A diabolical attempt was made 
this morning to poison the foreign 
residents of Hongkong; by means of 

senle in the bread issued from the 
principal bakery in the Color The 
firm is known by the title of ng,” 
the propricior being a well-known 
compradore named A-lum, long re- 
sident here. The sufferings of many 
of those who partook of the bread 


have been severe; but the quantity. of. 


poison mixed with the flour-seems to 
have been tod small for the purpose 
intended, and we are happy to say 
we have not heard of a single fatal 
case, The circumstance of A-lum 

ing settled many of his out- 
standing nccounts yesterday, — and 
taken his departure for Macao with 
his family this morning before his 
customers’ breakfast hour, when 
discavery, and his consequent ap- 
prehension, would have been certain.

The distance at which the player 
stands from the service line to re- 
ceive depends on several factors. 
The speed of, the service, the amount 
of spin’ on the ball, the intention of 
the recelver, and the quickness of hir 
reflexes, all have an important bear- 
Ing onthe return. | 

If the service Is of average speed,

‘THE NET-RUSHER PROBLEM 

A net-rushing server is always a 
problem to the receiver, who is 
forced to make fn attempt to pass

Against the net rusher one must 
Keep the returns as low as possible, 
sometimes even at the expense of 
puce, Returns carrying top spin 
usually force the server to volley the 
ball up, as it drops rapidly after 
clearing the net. Flat shots of low 
trajectory achieve the same purpose 
to some extent. 

The return should: never be high. 
Shots above the walst of the volleycr 
are usually dealt with severely, 

The main object in making the re- 
turn to the net rusher Is to keep 
him guessing as to what is coming 
next. The best programme is to mix 
‘shots. down the line with angled 
returns and to avoid. any fixed pro- 
gramme or, rotation of plays, 

LOB SHOULD NOT BE 
2 OVERDONE 

A well-timed lob can cause the 
net attacker a great amount of dis- 
comfort. George Lott was one of

atrategy. His low, fast bouncing 
lobs were very difficult to handle: 

The lob should not be overdone, 
however, as most net players arc 
well able to cope with them. 

They are most uscful when bring- 
Ing Into the play the clement of 
surprisc. Agninst an average Op- 
ponent n steady lobbing attack is 
more often than not disastrous to the 
lobber. : 

The server who remains on ‘the 
baseline presents a different problem. 
The receiver has an opportunity: to 
put the ball back In play and bide 
his time to go to the net. I believe 
that the return should be a deep 
well-placed shot, usually to the 
weaker side of the server, 1 

Whatever method the receiver uses 
he should remember to'm!x his shots, 
and confuse. and surprise his op- 
ponent «whenever possible, Make 
the server run and by all means 
take the offensive away from him at 
every opportunity.—Donald Budge in 
News of the World.

CHINESE 
SLAIN BY

Mahweiling, Kiangsl, Aug. 30. 

Two Chinese companies guarding 
high-level ground to the south-wes 
of Laohushan (Tiger Hill).

The witness described the mecting 
between Hines, “Dutch” Schultz and 
members of the Jatter’s gang in the 
hotel lobby on a day in August, 1935.

necessary losses. The latter,, how- 
ever, recaptured the pojnt ina 
counter-attack after the gas had 
disappeared.—Central News.

NEW WATER 
CHARGES 


~Government’s vigorous ut- 
tempt to correct the anomalies 
of the Colony’s ‘water supply 
and charges is.certain to meet 
with a mixed reception, though 
an analysis of the comparative 
advantages and disadvantages 
suggest that the reform will, in 
the long run, prove beneficial to 
those sections of the com- 
munity which have hitherto 
suffered hardships under the 
so-called free allowance system. 
There is, of course, a principle 
involved, and it is in its inter- 
pretation of this principle that 
Government is certain to  re- 
ceive chief. criticism. For at 
least five years Government hns 
been warning the community of 
its intention to make the water 
service — self-supporting. Sir 
William Peel, in a public speech 
four years ago, said that he had 
promised the Sceretary of State 


for the Colonies to, bring. about. 


thig position in Hongkong. : He 
made the same point clear in 
his reply to the 1934 Budget 
speech, when he said: “I am 
still of the opinion that the 
principle of a free allowance 
of water is unsound . . . on the 
whole a metered’ supply would 
be more equitable.” 


This hag been the Govern- 
ment’s water service’ theme 
ever since, culminating in April 
last .with .the Hon. Mr, 5S. 
Caine’s proposals for the aboli- 
tion of a free allowance, the 
adoption of stand charges for 
water, and the use of meters 
in all tenement floors. With 
slight, but important modifica- 
tions, these proposals are, em- 
bodied in the new bill which is 
to be presented to the Legisla- 
tive Council, and which will al- 
most certainly become Jaw in 
the near future. 


“If the Hon. Mr. Qaine’s es- 
timated. figures for revenue and 
expediture dependent upon the 
‘|new system are correct, Govern- 
ment, at least, can claim to have 
| Hongkong’s water service self- 
\Jsupporting. What stil! remains 
to be demonstrated is, whether 
the charges are capable. of 


effecting the benefits so greatly, 


desired. Experience , elsewhere 
‘encourages the belief that the 
adoption of meters, .and_ the 
necessity of consumers paying 
for all their water, will act as a 
strong deterrent to wastage. 
When a:consumer knows that 
every gallon of. water used isa 
further demand. upon his - poc-. 
ket, he will hesitate about using 
it excessively.’ That old quip:

$0 This Was Old Hongkong! 
Attempt To Poison The 


Foreign Community ~ 


THOSE residents of our modern ‘ 


Colony who perhaps may be 
of ‘the impression “that life in 
Hongkong some seventy. or 
eighty years ago was idyllic in 
peacefulness need to be remind- 
ed that history proves otherwise. 
Robberies, piracies, and 
ders were frequent; for Hong- 
kong wag then the happy hunt- 
ing ground of all the disreputable 
criminal clements from the 
hinterland. The outrages com- 
mitted by some of these old-time 
gangsters were truly shocking, 
and if they took place nowadays, 
would be given banner head- 


lines in the press the world over. : 


One of these happenings which 
would have delighted the thrill- 
satiated newspaper reader of the 
present day occurred on January 
15, 1857, But let contemporary 
accounts tell the gtory: 

“A dinbolical attempt was made 
this morning to poison the foreign 
residents of Hongkong, by means of 
arsenic In the bread issued from the 
principal bakery in the Colony. The 
firm igs known by the title of ‘Esing,’ 
the proprictor being a . well-known 
compradore named A-lum, long re- 
sident here. The sufferings of many 
of: those who. partook of the bread 
hate been severe; but the quantlty of 
Polson mixed with the flour seems -to 
have been too small for the purpose 
intended, and we are happy to say 
we have not heard of a singte fatal 
case, The elrcumstance of A-lum 
having settled many of his  out- 
standing accounts yesterday, and 
taken his departure for Macao with 
his family thls morning ‘before his 
customers’ breakfast hour, when 
discovery, and his consequent ap- 
prehension, would have been certain, 
has afforded strong reasons for be- 
Neving that the act was ‘performed 
with his cognizance and sanction, if 
not by his express orders; and the 
Queen has been despatched to Macao 
In search of him."—The Ching Mail

The concession is an important 
one, especially when it is re- 
called that Mr, Caine, in his es- 
timates, argued that, in order 
to . petmit a reduction in the 
Assessments from 2 per cént. to 
1 per cent, it would be neces- 
sary to charge .a standard rate 
of. 35 cents per 1,000 gallons.

(arsenious trioxide) was in every 
pound of bread, and the quantity 
necessary to destroy life, while it 
varies, ts stated to be no more. than 
two or three grains. All enters of 
thls bread experienced the dangerous 
symptoms of arsenic poisoning, sick- 
ness und great distress of the 
stomach followed by violent vomit- 
ing and severe colle palns, The 
most seriously nffected’ was Lady 
Bowring, the wife of the Governor, 
Sir John Bowrlng.

HEAVY CASUALTIES 
INFLICTED ON 
ATTACKING TROOPS 


But Japanese Maintain 
Advance Continues . 


Fenglinfu, Aug. 30. 

The Japanese advancing. on Matow, west of 
‘ Juichang, are checked at Maanchuan (Saddle Spring), 
Peilungchuan (White Dragon Spring), Moshan (Grind- 
gtone Hill) and Hungshan, points on the Juichang- 
Yangsin highway. ; 

Heavy fighting has been in progress at these points 
. during the last two days. The Japanese are said to have 
suffered 3,000 casualties. 

The Chinese field headquarters has issued orders 
commending the heroic efforts of the Chinese troops 
guarding these points. It is said. that despite several 
wounds, Captain Wang Wan-lin refused to leave the field 
and continued to fight during the battle at Saddle Spring 
on Sunday, Equal gallantry was displayed by the 
company under Captain Hsu' Hsiao-ping, guarding 
Hungshan. After half of the company had been 
annihilated in the Japanese assaults, the rest still 
stubbornly held its ground. At Grindstone Hill the 
battalion under the command of Major Yen Chih 
engaged in six successive hand-to-hand combats and

Of Lord Hope 
Dies In U.S. 


Scoffod Too Soon At 
“Hope Diamond Luck” 


Boston, Aug. 29, 

Broken in health and shorn of her 
viehes, May Yohe, miad-cap imusical 
comedy favourite of the Gay -Ninetles, 
died here to-day following a heart 
altoek, says United Press, 

Twenty years ago she was well- 
Iknown in Hongkong as the wife of 
dashing young Major Putnam Strong, 
US. Army, with whom she ran away 
from her frst husband, Lord Francls 
Hope. . 

Once, May Yohe was the toast of 
London, Her father was an army 
oMicer of Dutch ancestry, Her 
mother, half Narraganset Indian, was 
a dressmaker, Her unusual contralto 
voice, which. Hongkong heard at the 
old Victorian ‘Theatre In_ the winter 
of 1917, won her fame. Her greatest 
triumph was when she married Lord 
Francis Hope, owner of the famous 
Hope diamond, which has brought 
disaster to all who have possessed. it. 

May Yohe used to scoff at the so- 
called curse of the Hope diamond, 
but it brought her bad luck, 

She deserted her husband, Lord 
Hope,. to clope ‘wtth Major Strong, 
who brought her to Hongkong in 1006. 

That was the year she first sung in 
the Far East, for Strong was im- 
pecunious and at onc stage was foreed 
to telegraph to.the American consul 
in Shanghat” for $44." The “pate re- 
miined In Hongkong for two months 
and then left for Manila. Some time 
later Strong In turn deserted May 
Yohe and she becume destitute. ° 

Years of poverty followed, during 
which she worked as scrubwoman, 
bouse-keeper and Janitress. 

Her third marriage to Captain John 
A. Smuts, cousin of South Africa's 
great General Jan Smuts, brought her 
happiness, but no riches. A few 
months ago the former Lady Hope 
started work on the relict rolls in 
Boston as a Works Progress Admints- 
tration clerks at U.S.$16.50 a week, 

When May Yohe came to Hongkong 
with dashing Major Strong, she was 
reputed to ‘have -brought with her 
jewellery to the value of £125,000,

‘But Further Correspondence 
Should Clear The Way 


INCE the report that a Malayan 
rugby team may be visiting the 
Colony .carly next year -for a series 
of matches was published, a great 
deal of enthusiasm has been aroused 
in local rugger circles, os it Is felt 
that such a visit would be the very 
thing to give the game a Millip here. 
A meeting of the rugby section of 
the Hongkong Football Club was 
held last week, I understand, and 
the report of the proposed visit was 
received with tremendous en- 
thuslasm. Also present at this 
meeting were representatives -of the 
Army and Navy, and as they were 
also looking forward_ to the visit, 
indications “were that the Malayan 
team would have a very warm wel- 
come in Hongkong.

As the forehand Is usually the 
stronger attacking stroke, I beliove 
that {t should be favoured by the 
receiver. In other words, he should 
stand a Httle bit to the left of the 
centre of the service court. 

This means that the server hus a 
smaller portion of court in which to 
find his opponent's weaker shot off 
the ground, It also allows the re 
eelyer to run around any slow serves 
to his backhand, take them on his 
forchond, und often make a good 
forcing return. 

The distance nt which the player 
stands from the service line to re- 
eelve depends on several factors. 
The speed of the service, the amount 
of spin on the ball, the intention of 
the receiver, and the quickness of his 
refiexes, nil have an important bear- 
ing on the return. 

If the service is of average speed, 
and the ability of the receiver about 


‘J average, the best position is cither 


on ‘or slightly to clther side of the 
baso Hne. 

Against a powerful straight service 
{t is often ns well to go back farther. 
This gives the receiver a Nttle extra 
time to judge and handle the ball. 

The body should be slightly for- 
ward and crouched a little, The 
playcr should also be up on his toes 
all the time. 

I usually move in closer for the 
second service. This is to worry the 
server a little, and, if possible, to 
enable me to reach the net, should 
I succeed in making a forcing re- 


turn. 

THE NET-RUSHER PROBLEM 

A net-rushing server is always a 
problem to the recelver, who is 
forced to make an attempt to pass 
him with a shot that will bring an 
error. 

Against the net rusher onc must 
keep the returns as low as possible, 
sometimes even at the, expense of 
pace. Returns carrying. top spin 
usually foree the server to volley the 
ball up, ns it drops rapidly after 
clearing the net. Flat shots of low 
trajectory achleve the same purpose 
to some extent. 

The return: should never be high. 
Shots above the waist of the volleyer 
are usually dealt with severely. 

The main object in making the re- 
turn to the net rusher fs to keep 
him guessing as to what is coming 
next. The best programme is to mix 
shots down the line with angled 
returns and to avoid any fixed pro- 


| grammo or rotation of plays. 


LOB SHOULD NOT BE 
OVERDONE 

A well-timed lob can cause the 
net attacker a great amount of dis- 
comfort. George Lott was onc of 
the leading disciples of tyjs form of 
strategy. His low, fast bouncing 
lobs were very, dificult to handle. 

The lob should not be overdone, 
however, as most net players orc 
well able to cope with them. 

They are most useful when bring- 
Ing into the. play the - clement of 
surprise. Against un average op- 
ponent a steady lobbing attack {s 
more often than not disastrous to the 
lobber. 

The server who remains on the 
baseline presents a different problem. 
The receiver has on opportunity to 
put the ball back in play and bide 
his time to go to the net. 1 believe 
that the return should be a deep 
well-placed shot, usually to the 
weaker side of the server. 

Whatever method the reeciver uscs 
he should remember to mix his shots, 
and confuse and surprise his op- 
ponent whenever possibdic. Make 
server run and by all means 
take the offensive uway from him at 
every opportunity—Donald Budge in 
News of the World.
